A Companion Plant 
for Smithcraft? 


Mrs Madelyn McKie described 
to the other members of the Plan- 
ning Board, Tuesday night, a visit 
which she had made during the past 
week to a plant in Boston which is 
planning to move out to the South 
Industrial Park (DeCenso Bros,) 
She had gone to visit the plant in 
the company of the Town Manager 
and the Town Engineer. 

The company in question is in 
the manufacture of stainless steel 
products, among other thirgs, It 
is now located in three buildings, 
and has a very crowded condition. 
There are about 500 employees, 
compared to the 350 to 500 em- 
ployed by Smithcraft, who would 
be the next door neighbor, 

If the company decides to move 
to Wilmington it will occupy about 
24 acres, and about 125 employees 
would move out with the first di- 
vision to move to this town, Mrs 
McKie reported. It might be five 
or ten years before the entire 
plant would miove out, if the de- 
cision is made, she said, 

One thing that concerned the 
company very much was traffic 
conditions of West and Woburn 
Streets, They have 12 trucks on 
their busiest days, for one period 
each month, and have six in their 
ordinary traffic schedules, and did 
not want to have their trucks tied

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Selectmen's Meeting 


it was announced at the Select- 
men’s meeting Monday evening that 
Sgt. Charles Ellsworth of the Wil- 
mington Police Department has 
graduated from Northeastern Uni- 
versity, and that the school has 
recommended him for promotion 
to Lieutenant. Since there are no 
openings at present, Selectman 
Niles suggested that he be ilsted 
for future reference, 

Sunday October 13th isthe day 
the Crusaders will have a parade. 
This will begin a carnival, for 
which they have permission, and 
which is to be heid at the Wil- 
mington Ford grounds, 

It was noted that the Board of 
Appeals will be having a hearing 
on an flluminated 40 foot sign 
bordering residential land, 

Allan Fenton, local Realtor, ap~ 
peared with Mr D’Allesandro, for 
the scheduled hearing on a com- 
merical garage on Andover Street, 
Joseph F Courtney appeared in op- 
position, as spokesman for the 
neighborhood, and asked the Sel- 
ectmen to note that there was abad 
water problem in the area. 

The reason why the last two fires 
were so active, Courtney told the 
Selectmen, was that the water pres 
sure was low. He said the town 
could be proud of the buildings 
erected by Baldwin Steel and Carl 
Melander, but the result was that 
the people are paying betterments 
and not receiving water. 

Courtney also pointed out that 
Andover Street was narrow and 
with more trucking would have a 
more hazardous situation, 

Edmund Ferguson and Bill Egan 
also of Andover Street, affirmed 
Courtney’s statements, and pre- 
sented a letter from Mr and Mrs 
Kenneth Wilson, which recorded 
them as opposed to the garage. 

Selectmen Paul Niles told the 
group that the board was very much 
aware of the water problem, Mrs 
Drew asked, and was told by Mr 
D’Allessandro that there would be 
no storage of gas on the premises, 
other than that in the tanks of the 
trucks. Selectman Boylen made 
the motion that a permit be grant- 
ed and it passed, two to one, with 
Niles dissenting, and Black absent, 

A letter from Fructuoso Car- 
rasco of Adams Street asked that 
he be allowed to purchase land 
owned by the town, in front of his 
home, for $1500. It was noted that 
this was the subject of a vote in 
the Town Meeting in 1957. 

Chairman Miceli pointed out that 
the land was now assessed for 
$2100, and that the Town Counsel 
had ruled it could be sold for $1500 
or more, but not over the assessed 
value, 

Mrs Drew voted to sell for $1500, 
but Niles said that the land had in- 
creased in value since 1957, asdid 
George Boylen, Niles asked to see 
@ plot plan first, 

Mr Carrasco will be asked to ap- 
pear before the board next week, 

Mr Gray and Mrs Severens ap- 
peared to discuss the buying ofa lot 
of land between theirs, on Cypress 
Street. Mr Miceli said that the 
Selectmen had voted to sell it to 
them for $450, and Mr Gray tried 
to pay Miceli, right then and there, 

Mr Daw and Mrs MacDonald of 
Cunningham Street also appeared 


for the purchase of land behind 
their eanee. Miceli told them that 
the Selectmen had voted to sell the 
land for $210, 

™ elon Morris told the Sel- 
ectmen that the Whitefleld School 
Pedway would be completed in two 
weeks, Niles then wanted to know 
if this included the removal of 
boulders, 

TM Morris is to make a report 
to the Selectmen next week on rates 
of the Municipal Light Department 
of Reading. The selectmen held a 
discussion about the rates, and 
Boylen, having ‘filled in’ with the 
reading of past minutes, was for 
instituting a suit, but the consensus 
was that the Wilmington selectmen 
should contact other selectmen 
first. 

Mr Niles asked for the Whitman 
& Howard engineering report on 
water for the north part of Wil- 
mington, TM Morris saidthatnone 
of the phases in the report were 
workable alone, but he had made 
inquiries as to whether Phase IIT 
might help improve the situation, 
Morris said that the Water Com- 
missioners hd said that the build~ 
ing of a standpipe in North Wil- 
mington (phase If) would be ne- 
gligible, in warranting the cost, 
and that at least two phases of the 
planned construction were needed. 

Morris also reported that a Wil- 
mington center mercantile esta- 
blishment is having a disposal sys~ 
tem, but it has not been completed 
with the State Department of Health 
ok, a 
The Selectmen exhibited rest- 
lessness, over the report, and Ml- 
cell instructed Mcrris to get a 
date from the town’s Health Inspec- 
tor, since the trouble has now been 
going on for over a year. 

A report from the Board of 
Health said that a Wilmington firm 
had been very co-operative, and 
had taken steps to minimize an 
odor caused by catalytic combus- 
tion, Other plants in the area are 
being investigated by the Health 
Inspector, 

TM Morris announced his in- 
tention to reappoint Danny Gillis 
to the Planning Board, which took 
Mr Gillis, in the audience, by sur- 
prise, 

Gillis made a report on Dell 
Drive to the Selectmen, His per- 
sonal opinion was that there was 
not enough nuisance value, to dis- 
turb the owner, at the point about 
which there have been discussions, 
and that the trouble could have been 
taken care of by the owner, 

Miceli, however, said that it 
created a great inconvenience, and 
that the contractor should be made 
to take away the offending dirt, 

Mrs Drew wanted to know where 
Wicks Circle was, and Gillis told 
her it was on land formerly owned 
by Bernie McDonough ( at the foot 
of Cunningham Street - Ed), Mi- 
celie spoke up to deplore the habit 
of somemotorists who were park- 
ing their cars headlong in the cul- 
de-sacs, so that other motorists 
could not use them for turning 
around. He sald he has seen se- 
veral places like that, Sunday, 

Harold McKelvey appeared at the 
end of the meeting to deplore the 
state of a yard across from his, 
where used cars have been stacked

TWELVE INCH WATER MAIN 
FOR ANDOVER STREET 


A twelve inch water main is to 
be laid, on Andover Street, But it 
‘will not be of much comfort to the 
residents of that area, who are de- 
pending on the water supplied by a 
long six inch main, 

Two builders who have bought 
two house lots beyond the last home 
on Andover Street sought, last 
Thursday, in the meeting of the 
Board of Water Commissioners to 
have the present six inch main ex- 
tended 600 feet to the two homes 
they propose to build. 

The Board of Water Commis- 
sioners refused to consider any- 
thing except a twelve inch main, be- 
cause their plans are for an even- 
tual tank, on a hill overlooking An- 
dover Street, and the tank will need 
a 12 inch main, 

Why, asked the Water Commis- 
sioners, should we put ina six inch 
main and then dig it up again ina 
dozen years or 80? 

The alternative was for the two 
men to put in a well ~- but the area 
is rocky, and a well might have to 
go down 500 or 1000 feet. At $8a 
foot that could cost money. 

They retired for a discussion in 
& corner, and then came back and 
agreed to install the 12 inch main 
for a distance of 600 feet. 

The cost? Only $4000!
